LEISURE FOR LEARNING, 

THE amendment of which Mr. Charles Reed has 
given notice for the introduction of an enlarged 
meaning to the Factories and Workshops Acts 
Amendment Bill is doubtless intended to secure for a 
large number of young people employed in shops and 
warehguses an opportunity of attending some of the 
classes that the Education Act will be made instru- 
mentalin supplying. The intention is good; but it 
may be feared that the adequate carrying out of his 
provision would be impracticable as an immediate, 
instead of a gradually progressive, measure. If the 
word ‘‘handicraft’’ in the clause of the bill is to be 
interpreted so that it shall include not only the mak- 
ing, but Ше вае, or assistance in selling, any article, 
or part of an article, the extended operation of the 
Act would be enormous, There is no reason what- 
ever why shop girls, errand boys, and all those 
engaged in trade as well as in manufacture, 
should be left out of advantageous legis- 
lation; but, if there is now the utmost difficulty 
in administering the Factories Regulations Act, 
because of the indifference or direct influence of 
parents, the application of this clause in all circum- 
stances will be almost impossible. Of course it 
should not be so. Parents should he co unselfish as 
to hail with rejoicing any Act of Parliament which 
makes it compulsory on employers to give every 
young person in their establishment leisure for edu- 
cation, and even for proper recreation; but 
the difficulty is that employers will not easily be 
led to see the difference between paying a boy 
his full wages for short time and paying a man 
а little higher wages for working full time; so that 
the result will be the poor employment of men and 
the non-employment of boys. Precisely the same 
difficulty seems to lie at the root of this question as 
із felt in dealing with the compulsory clause of the 
Education Act itself. Ina poor family, living from 
hand to mouth, the weekly earnings of the children 
form an item so considerable that it makes the 
difference between children fed and children starved. 
What are the parents to do? Ву working hard 
from morning til night, whenever they can find 
work to do, they are only just able to keep above 
want, and sixpences deducted from their scanty 
earnings represent famine. At the very outset of 
the discussion of the compulsory clause, many candi- 
dates for membership of the School Board boldly 
proposed compensation to the parents. This would 
doubtless be an extremely hazardous expedient—but 
even a suspicion of its necessity is sufficient to show 
that the whole question must be met gradually and 
not by any immediate execution of a measure that 
no Government department could undertake to ad- 
minister. Perhaps the difficulty of compulsion 
might be met in some districts by a combination of 
free schools and free soup-kitchens. 


THE RAILWAY JUGGERNAUT. 

Killed, 124; injured, 1919. Such are the totals of 
victims to publie and other vehicles in London streets 
during last year; and among these is not reckoned 
the large number of weakly timid or heart-affected 
persons who are more or less seriously hurt by the 
sudden danger of advancing wheels or the start given 
to the system by the jocular howls of drivers who 
think it fine fun to frighten some elderly lady or some 
studious gentleman at the moment they have 
ventured to attempt a crossing. It is customary to 
compare the returns of these fatal or dangerous acci- 
dents with those of railway disasters during the 
year—very much in favour of the safety of railway 
travelling. Of course, to begin with, such a com- 
parison proves nothing of any value, since the con- 
ditions of the two modes. of transit are entirely dif- 
ferent; and even if they were not, the slaughter 
of thirty people in the streets of London would 
searcely seem to justify indifference to the preventible 
death of twenty other people on the iron highways 
of the country. But, apart from this, it might be 
useful to inquire how large a share railway carriers— 
who often represent railway companies—have in the 
disasters of our thoroughfares. Speaking from ob- 
servation, we should say that in seven out of ten of 
the stoppages, and.in five out of ten of the accidents, 
of our streets the railway Juggernaut waggon is pro- 
minent. There is very little, if any, improvement 
either in the vehicle itself or in the drivers to whom 
itis committed. It is stilla great jingling, lumber- 
ing, heavily-laden, swaying, awful machine, urged 
along at a heavy trot until it gains an impetus suf- 


ficient to overcome any backward: resistance of 
which its horses ате capable; and it is frequently 
intrusted to s little foul-mouthed caeodemon 
in corduroy and fustain, who, in the event of 
an accident, із utterly powerless to effect any useful 
result by his frantic tugging at the reins. We may, 
in the course of a few years, when London proper is 
laid down with smooth silent roadways of asphalte, 
and suburban roads are fitted with tramways, see the 
adoption of some powerful and efficient brake to 
every vehicle, so that the horses may be stopped, at 
all events, in a yard or two; but until at least the 
use of such a brake із made compulsory, the only 
plan that can ўе suggested for diminishing the num- 
ber of victims in our misnamed thoroughfares will 
be to resort to fines for employers, and at the same 
time smart terms of punishment for the attempt to 
execute pedestrians who dare to think they may 
make usa of the roadways even at ‘а crossing.” 


SIGNS OF SHORT EVENINGS 
are already to be noticed, and it is well that we 
should be prepared for what we may expect in the 
event of the police in various.districts being so con- 
stantly engaged in watching public-houses or in 
getting up a case as to be generally absent from 
their beats:— 

First: There are reports that-a gang of ruffians 
have made the Tower Subway the scene of their 
amusing experiments in the maltreatment of in- 
offensive passengers; therefore we advise our readers 
not to make use of this extraordinary thoroughfare. 

Secondly: Some bold thieves have been conducting 
some early footpad experiments in the vicinity of 
Dalston Junction, which is situated in Dalston-lane, 
a broad thoroughfare close to the top of Kingsland- 
road, but so imperfectly lighted that the unac- 
customed wayfarer had better carry a lantern when 
there is no moon; while we should advise unarmed 
and timid passengers to go along the road in parties 
for mutual defence, lest they should be dangerously 
startled by the sight of a live constable standing 
bolt upright against a dead Wall out of the way of 
observation. = 

Thirdly: In suburban neighbourhoods there are 
certain roughs whose ostensible trade it is to sell 
hearthstone, who make a practice of finding out the 
abodes of feeble old ladies or unprotected *females, 
and, ringing the bell violently either till somgbody 
pays them to go away, or till they are satisfied that 
the servant is at the top of the house, and they can 
experiment on the catch of the breakfast-parlouy 
window with a thin-bladed pocket-knife. The police- 
man is only to be seen about three times a week in 
the genteel localities selected by these worthies, so 
we can suggest no remedy but a lock to the gate and 
a broken bell-wire—which means, of course, seclusion 
from the visits of one's friends and offence to one's 
relations.

THE ROYAL VISIT TO IRELAND. 


The Prince of Wales arrived at Marlborough 
House, on Monday, from the Continent. He has 
since been among the distinguished guests at Good- 
wood. - The Prince, with Prince Arthur, the Duke 
of Cambridge, and the Marquis aud. Marchioness of 
Lorne will arrive in Dublin, on Monday, and will be 
received at Kingstown by Earl and Countess Spencer. 
On Tuesday they will visit the showyard of the 
Royal Agricultural Society, and the Prince of Wales 
will preside at a banquet given by the society. On 
Wednesday there will be a banquet of the Knights 
of St. Patrick, and in the evening a state ball will 
be given at the Castle, On Thursday the Royal 
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one for two field officers, three for the regimental 
staff officers, one for every three officers of a regi- 
ment, and one for the staff sergeants; one tent to 
every twelve sergeants, buglers, and rank and file. 
Eight waterproof sheets per tent will be issued in 
lieu of straw, which will not be supplied." The 
order also states that ** corps may join the camp for 
eight or sixteen days (inclusive or not inclusive of 
the days occupied in joining and returning from 
camp, at the option of regiments), but in either case 
they must arrive on the day of assembly. Whena 
corps is to remain for sixteen days there will be no 
objection to individual men relieving others on the 
eighth day (each man thus remaining six days in 
camp, exclusive of the days of joining and leaving), 
provided the expense of relieving is borne by them- 
selves or their согрв.”” :

SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


THE BRICKLAYER Hopeson, of Hambleton, who 
in May last murdered his mother with an axe as she 
lay in bed, was tried at Lancaster Assizes on Satur- 
day. The crime was one of peculiar atrocity, and 
the defence set up was **insanity." The culprit was 
convicted, and sentenced to death. 


SHOT, AND SCYTHED. 


Two lamentable occurrences are reported. At 
Ealing, on Saturday, a pawnbroker’s assistant was 
looking for something in a drawer in which a re- 
volver had been placed, when one of the barrels sud- 
denly went off, and the ball entered the abdomen of 
the unfortunate youth. On Monday, at Dore, a 
village near Sheffield, a Jad, named George Henry 
Bishop, was quarrelling with a younger brother while 
mowing. The father interfered, and was struck by 
the elder boy’s scythe. The point of it entered the 
body just below the left shoulder-blade and came 
out at the chest. Death took place almost imme- 
diately. The lad at once went to a policeman and 
gave himself into custedy.

is fruitful of other offences beyond the dread crime, 
the perpetrator of which is still at large. Riotous 
roughs who took part in the Greenwich demonstra- 
tions against the accused have been duly fined. It 
was next the turn of the police, so aptly satirised in 
the cartoon of Black and White this week.

At no time could the cause 
of ** Playgrounds for the Gutter Children ' be more 
opportunely advocated than when Paterfamilias 
finds that he must utterly free himself and family 
from the close air and monotonous life of London, if 
he would prolong his and their lives. Success, then, 
to the Playground Movement; and may Mr. Ruskin’s 
example be followed! Send also to his disciples 
friends as earnest in co-operation as Miss Octavia 
Hill, who thus describes how satisfactorily they have 
progressed with the People's Playground :— 

“Tt. is quite small, and not far from Regent’s 
Park; so that the experiment is tried under parti- 
cularly unfavourable conditions, and yet it has been 
an entire success. We cleared the space from rub- 
bish, old sheds, stables, and' cow-houses, inclosed it 
with a wall, and admitted the children. Soon we 
were able to place a seesaw for them, and to have 
supports placed for swings—which, however, are 
only used when we are there ourselves to pre- 
vent accident. The refining influence on the children 
has been something wonderful. Few people can 
imagine the state of their minds and habits when we 
opened the ground. They were quite indescribable, 
The restraint of school was not there; the respect to 
strangers, which makes even children reticent for a 
short time, wore off when we had been long hours 
among them, and the condition of their habitual 
thoughts revealed itself in hideous distinctness. 
Never can I forget those times. But gradually, little 
by little, the whole tone was raised. The spot was 
one to which any one interested in poor children 
could go after school-time without formal appoint- 
ment. Аб first it was very rough work, but the 
presence of ladies among them soon began to tell. 
We took them flowers, acorns, seaweeds, pictures, 
beads, all marvellous new things to be seen and 
handed round, We taught them games and played 
with them. Many an hour have I spent teaching 
them to make daisy chains or to thread beads. Our 


ground was in one of the very worst courts of the , 


neighbourhood, and the dirtiest, wildest children 
flocked in without restriction. Now gradually, in- 
stead of destroying all that comes near them, 
actually they delight to watch and water our five 
trees, which we have planted, and our creepers. We 
never have time now to go and play with the children, 
but all goes quite well without us. Of course, we 
have a family living in a room overlooking the 
ground, who see that all goes right. The civilising 
influence has partly been from the fact that the 
children are withdrawn from the terrible influence of 
the streets and courts; partly from the fact that they 
are gradually placed among pretty things that want 
care; and partly from the fact that the ground is a 
meeting-point for educated people, where they can 
influence that imporfant part of a child’s life, his 
play-time, unknown to himself. We have one annual 
gathering in May or June there, 
A MAYPOLE, 

and a number of bright and kind friends. Not only 
about four hundred children, but all the poor round, 
look forward to the day with great delight; and thus, 
when the spring flowers are in their greatest beauty 
and abundance, we carry them down into the very 
heart of a London court. Of course you know that 
Mr. Ruskin gave the ground for the playground. 
Е lf this design prospers, a boon will be con- 
ferred which may change the character of thousands 
of lives.

SIR JOSEPH WHITWORTH, FOUNDER OF THE WHITWORTH SCIENCE SCHOLARSHIPS, 


A MEMOIR 
of Sir Joseph Whitworth is scarcely needed. He has 
long been known ая one of the greatest mechanicians 
of his time, the head of a most extensive manu- 
factory of machines at Manchester, and author of 
some of the most valuable inventions now in use. 
His beautiful apparatus for measuring and marking 
the most inconceivably minute intervals of space is 
a marvellous contrivance. The Whitworth rifle is, 
perhaps, unsurpassed for accuracy at long ranges; 
and the Whitworth artillery has not been brought to 
its present state of marvellous perfection without 
ceaseless expenditure of time, thought, and money 
on the part of Sir Joseph. For his great public ser- 
vices a baronetcy was bestowed upon him in 1869. 
He will be best known, however, as one of those true

leaders of practical science and useful industry who 
have found it possible to rise, by their own intellect 
and faculty of work, from a comparatively humble 
station to the most respected and influential class of 
English society. In conclusion, we may add the just 
verdict of a contemporary— 

“Не is а man who has felt that need in his own 
youth which he now does so much to remove for the 
sons of his fellow-workers. Having fought with and 
conquered the difficulty for himself, he now turns, 
with an outstretched hand and open purse, to help 
the wayfarer toiling on the path which he once trod.” 


CLOSE OF THE WIMBLEDON MEETING. 


A SHAM FIGHT 

terminated, as usual, the annual meeting of the 
National Rifle Association on Wimbledon-common, 
on Saturday last, when the manceuvres appear to 
have been, we regret to say, as fruitless of good as 
the Brighton Review was, according to the high 
authority of General Sir Hope Grant. A spectator, 
who saw and vividly described the bloodiest battles 
of the Franco-German war, passes a severe sentence 
on the incompetence and bungling of commanding 
officers which led to the 


: FIASCO 
of Saturday. This is the verdict of Mr. Archibald 
Forbes, most graphic of “ specials ":— Many 
volunteers probably left Wimbledon-common on 
Saturday night with the notion that they had been 
participating in something which bore at least a 
modified resemblance to a real battle. It was not 
possible in the nature of things but that what they 
participated in should have many points of difference 
from a real battle, but it might at least have been 
that they should not have been subjected to a series 
of scrambling inchoate attempts at evolutions, which 
could not have been more unlike those possible in 
real warfare had they been specially contrived with 
this intent. 

DETAILS 


of this shammest of sham fights are furnished by 

Mr. Forbes; and no further justification of his 

scathing censure can be needed:—The regulars, 

having got into cups of the valley sacred to practice 
at the running deer, and occupying also a little valley 
which breaks off from it and runs up towards Lord 

Ducie’s cottage, were lurking there, showing no 

trace of their presence up on the level. But the 

General commanding the defence must have some- 

how been apprised of their disagreeable proximity, 

and to draw them out of ambush he sent against them 
the London Irish Volunteers, supported by the whole 
of the brigade, while another brigade threw out 
skirmishers against where should have been the centre 
of the attack if it had been possessed of such a thing. 
With national valour, but also with national reckless- 
ness, the Irishmen advanced up almost to the edge 
of the plateau where the valleys break it, in which 
lurked the regulars. These—the leading regiment 
was the 99th — bided their time, and then at the 
words lined the gorse which fringes the edge of the 
plateau, and poured in a vicious fire on the men of St. 
Patrick. Galled and bewildered—for in good truth so 
admirable wastheskirmishing practice of the 99th that 
nothing was to be seen of them out of the cover, 
save the deadly flash of their rifles—the Irishmen 
threw themselves into line, the front rank kneeling 
down, and in this position courted annihilation from 
an invisible enemy not thirty yards distant; while 
they poured impotent volleys vaguely to their front, 

Meanwhile, in the rear of the regulars, for these had 

right inclined somewhat in their skirmishing deploy- 

ment out of the vailey, a small but heroic detach- 
ment of volunteers were manfully skirmishing— 
throwing their fire into a butt over against them. 

On discovering tardily the fact that their rear had 

been turned, they abated their valour, and rejoined 

their own side, by adopting the original expedient of 
passing through the intervals in the files of their 
enemies, a strategical manceuvre which the 99th men 
graciously permitted. But the regulars were per- 
plexed on their own account, Sprung from whither 
nobody could tell, destined for what purpose nobody 
could divine, а battalion of volunteers in grey, 
clubbed into a mob wherein no formation was distin- 
guishable, appeared on the right flank of the 99th 
men, Some proceeded to go into action against the 

London Irish over the way, others seemed to think 

their fighting front was the other way, while yet 

others were disposed to consider the regulars on 
the left as their enemies, and exchanged an experi- 
mental shot with them. 

* What are you, attack or defence?’ was the 
question put to & mounted officer of the corps com- 
posing this rabble. The mounted officer betook him- 
self, in his trouble, to unparliamentary language :— 

* D——d if I know," was his reply. ** We are 
lost; we have not had an order or seen a staff officer 
to-day yet!" -

The Royal party was thortly joined by 
Lady Расіе, the Marchioness of Westminster, Lady 
Wharncliffe, and other ladies of rank; and at exactly 
half-past three the Princess, led. by Lord Ducie, 
mounted the dais, and the presentation of prizes 
began. 

Warm plaudits greeted the first appearance of 
Private Murison, of the Canadian team. as he marched 
stoutly up to take from the hands of the Princess the 
£25 won by him in the first stage of the Albert, 
Sergeant Ferguson, of Inverness, with a breast so 
bedecked with medals as to suggest the idea that he 
must be a mediatised Prince of Germany in tartan 
trews, was summoned again and again, at intervals 
so short, that the alacrity of his reappearances 
seemed almost pantomimical, and was effected only 
by the judicious strategic movements he effected at 
the double round the back of the marquee. The Line 
of the British Army was well represented by 
Sergeant Holloway, a stalwart non-commissioned 
officer of the 7th Fusiliers, who carried away with 
the Army and Navy challenge cup, which he has 
won for his regiment, the pleasant memory of one 
of the Princess’s sweetest smiles. The sergeant did 
credit to the drill of the regulars by the correctness 
of his brisk, well-defined salute—a point over which 
not a few of the volunteer prize-winners were both 
nervous and slovenly. A warm ovation greeted the 
Cambridge team as they came forward to bear away 
the massive China challenge cup, headed as they 
were by their captain, Ensign Humphry, the hero 
par excellence of the year; aud hardly less effusively 
received were the comely lads of Winchester School, 
whose meed was the beautiful Ashburton shield, 
won by an average on their part at 200 and 500 yards 
that equalled that made at these ranges by the picked 
and tried marksmen who shot in the international 
trophy competition. Then

concentrated on themselves for a time the interest 
and the cordial cheering of the spectators. At the 
eall of Lord Ducie, Colonel Skinner marched forward 
the whole of his team and halted them before the 
Princess, while he himself, having been summoned 
forward, received from her hands the prize of £100 
given by the association as second prize in the Rajah 
of Kolapore'schalienge cup. It was with charming 

race, both of manner and expression, that the 
Princes told Colonel Skinner how it was in the name 
of England that she gladly handed him the prize. 
Simple as were the words, they will be more highly 
valued by the Canadians than any cup or prize, for 
they directly touch the keynote of the impulse and 
aspiration which brought them across the Atlantie as 
the representatives of the loyal volunteers of Canada, 
Another memento of Wimbledon was handed by the 
Princess to each of the Canadian twenty, in the shape 
of a badge and clasp, given by the National Rifle 
Association as a voucher of good service in the Wim- 
bledon campaign of 1871. 

And now the Elcho shield was to be lifted off the 
grass, where it had lain for the word to be passed for 
the English eight, who, headed by Mr. Wells, M.P., 
marched up amid loud cheering. After saluting the 
Princess, the eight, with а long pull, a strong pull, 
and a pull altogether, hoisted the shield on to their 
shoulders and marched off under their burden іп a 
very business-like way, the Lord Mayor, meanwhile, 
being visible hovering in the offing, presumably in 
the interest of the Guildhall. k 


MAYFIELD AND HUMPHRY. 


As “ Silver-Medal'" Mayfield, of the Robin Hoods, 
stepped up sedately to the dais to receive the 
silver medal and £60, which fall to the best man in 
the first stage of the Queen’s, the cheering that 
greeted him was, no doubt, all the louder in conse- 
quence of the remembrance that Mr. Mayfield shot 
up into the secoud place in the second stage, and that 
two: more poiuts would have given him the gold 
medal and the £250, and the championship of the 
year. But close on his heels, amid a thunder of 


cheering that almost drowned the strains of ‘‘ See, 


the conquering hero comes!’’ came the man who 
had stood between Mayfield and this achievement, 
the tall, slender undergraduate of twenty-one, who 
has proved himself the best shot in England of the 
year. Very pleasant was 15 to mark the modest 
bearing of young Evsign Humphry as he stood at 
the salute while the Princess, in a low tone, gave him 
her congratulations on his success, With this pre- 
sentation the ceremony came to an end, and the 
Royal party, followed by the strains of the National 
Anthem and the cheering of the spectators, drove off 
to Lady Ducie’s cottage, where they remained till the 
commencement of the sham fight. The Princess and 
Lord Lorne then, re-entered the stand, where they 
remained watching the evolutions till driven out by 
stress of weather; while Prince Arthur joined his 
regiment, the London Irish, addressing them in a 
few remarks as he put himself at their head.

| Acorrespondent at Versailles states that the verbal 
| communication to Lord Lyons with respect to the 
| modifications proposed by the French Governnient in 
| the commercial treaty with this country has assumed 
the form of an official despatch to the British Govern- 
| ment. The French Minister of Fimance, the wriier 
| says, holds to the main points of М, Thiers’s pro- 
| tectionist policy, although efforts have been made by 
free traders to reduce the proposed import duties, 
The impression at Versailles is that the treaty will 
be denounced. 


M. THIERS AND ITALY. 


The petition relative to the temporal power of the 
| Pope was considered by the French National 
| Assembly on Saturday. M. Thiers expressed regret 
that the question had been raised. He said that long 
ago he had warved the country that Italian unity 
would engender German unity, but now that Italy 
had become a strong European power it would not 
do to enter on a diplomatic course that might lead to 
| war, which the country would repudiate. · Italy had 
now the support of ali Europe, and France must not 
enter upon a path which it would be impossible for 
her to pursue to the end. It would be bad policy to 
alienate a powerful neighbour like Italy. M. Thiers 
went on to say that he had written no letter to the 
Pope, but that France would be always open to him. 
In conclusion, he said:—**I desire above all things 
not to compromise the interests and policy of Frauce, 
but in the second place I shall do all in my power to 
defend and maintain the independence of the 
Papacy.” М. Gambetta praised the’ language used 
by the chief of the Executive Power, and announced 
that he should support the ideas expressed by him. 
After an excited debate the petition was referred to 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, giving rise to a fresh 
rumour that M. Jules Favre had resigned office.

has left Bruges for Blankenberghe, near Ostend, 
where he proposes to pass the summer season. It is 
that since the appearance of the celebrated 
manifesto many of the political agents of the Comte 

| have resigned their functions. 


AMIENS AND ROUEN REJOICING. 

The evacuation by the Germans of Rouen was fol- 
lowed by greatreioiciugs, and the French flag was 
everywhere displayed. The German troops evacu- 
ated Amiens on Saturday, aud were replaced by two 
French battalions of the Line. 

The payment by France of the war indemnity is 
proceeding so satisfactorily as to justify the hope 
that before theend of August the departments of the 
Soir, Seine, Seine et Oise, and Seine et Marne will be 
evacuated by the German trcops. 


THE MUNICIPAL ELEGTIONS IN PARIS, 


which were conducted with great crder on Sunday, 
have resulted in a victory for the Party of Order. 
Twenty-four Republican Conservatives have been 
returned, and only six Moderate Republicans or 
Radicals. A second balloting will be necessary in 
forty-nine cases owing to the number of voters not 
being sufficient to render an election valid. The 
sittings ‘of the courts-martial at "Versailles have 
been again adjourned, 
LABOUR ON THE CONTINENT. 

The labour market on the Continent continues in a 
disturbed state. At Beriin the masons and brick- 
layers are still on strike, and the police have been 
called upon to interfere, in order to prevent a more 
violent outbreak, tho discontented operatives having 
tried to induce the men emplóyed.in the construction 
of the new Houses of Parliament to join them. 


GERMAN UNITY. 


The German Correspondent gives great prominence 
to a description of the triumphal entry of the 
Bavarian troops into Munich. The reception of the 
| Imperial Crown Prince rivalled in enthusiasm the 
welcome which had been given to him in Berlin. The 
day was the anniversary of the mobilisation of the 
| German army, and the coincidence was referred to in 
| more than one of the addresses of welcome which 
| were presented to King Louis and the Prince. On 
| the 17th, the day following the military ceremony, 
the municipality of Munich entertained the Prince 
| аб а banquet. In an animated and patriotic speech,

species of gropa rocks whioh inaludas in ita compo» 
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Propagate roses by cuttings and budding; carna- 
tions, pinks, and picotees by layers and pipings. The 
season for the propagation of the three last-named 
subjects is now fast passing away, so that no unue- 
cessary delay must be indulged in. 

Where spring gardening is practised, thisis a good 
time for making preparations. Pansies will strike 
freely in the open air now; a shady position is pre- 
ferable, but they will do very well in open beds with 
a few branches of evergreens stuck between them to 
screen them from the fiercest of the sun'srays. Cuttings 
inserted поту, іп rows six inches apart and from three 
to four inches in the rows, will make strong plants 
for taking out in the autumn. A thin sprinkle of 
river-sand over the surface will help the rooting 
process. 

FRUIT GARDEN. 

Remove all strawberry-runners not wanted for 
layering before they root into the soil. Thin outthe 
new canes of raspberry-stools, so as to leave about 
four of the strongest, and cut the old ones down to the 
ground as soon as the fruit is gathered. Continue 
training and nailing in the young wood of wall-trees, 
and discontinue stopping the. growth after this, for 
there will not be time to ripen the successive shoots 
produced,

DOMESTIC RECIPES. 
(From the ** Food Journal") 
FOUR EXCELLENT SANDWICHES. 

CHEESE.—Take two thirds of good cheese, grated, 
and one third of butter; add a little cream. Pound 
all together in a mortar; then spread it on slices of 
brown bread or gems; lay another slice over each ; 
press them gently together, and cut in small square 
pieces, 

Ecc.—Boil fresh eggs for five minutes; put them 
in cold water, and, when quite cold, peel them; and, 
after tuking a little of the white off each end of the 
eggs, cut the remainder in four ¢lices; lay them 
between bread and butter. 

Ерлер EcGc.— Beat some eggs well; fry them in 
butter as a pancake, when cold, cut in small squares, 
and lay them between slices of brown bread and 
butter. 

OxELET.—Take four eggs, two table-spoonfu!s of 
bread-crumbs and half an ounce of chopped parsley. 
After beating the eggs well, add the bread-crumbs, 
then the parsley, and two table-spoonfuls of water; 
season, and fry in small fritters, and when cold put 
them between slices of brown bread and butter. 

SUPPER DISHES. 

1. Готлто Purrs.—Take cold roast meat—beef or 
mutton, or veal and ham together—clear from gristle, 
cut small and season with pepper and salt and cut 
pickles (if liked) ; boil and mash some potatoes, make 
them into a paste with an egg and roll out, dredging 
with flour. Cut round with a saucer, put some of the 
seasoned meat on one half and fold it over like a puff; 
pinch or nick it neatly round, and fry it a light 
brown. This is a good method of cooking meat which 
has been dressed before. 2. Bruise into a saucepan 
1 1b. cheese, 2 oz. butter, a pint of water, with a little 
salt; boil gently, edding by degrees as much flour as 
will thicken it; let 16 dry on a stove until it is like 
thick new butter; then add either two or three eggs 
and a little cayenne. 

EXCELLENT MODE OF COOKING SALT FISH. 

A mode of preparing salt fish—cod, ling, hake, cr 

torsk—for a breakfast or supper dish, very commonly 

ractised both in the East and West Indies, but 

ittle known in this country, is to tear the fish, after 
it has been well boiled, into small shreds by means 
of two forks, one held in each hand, and then to fry 
it with a little dripping of roast meat or with fat of 
any kind. An extremely palatable dish is thus pre- 
pared, which has also the merit of being very cheap. 
Pepper or mustard may be addedif desired, or an onion 
cut insmall pieces may be fried withit. Care must be 
taken not to use too much fat in frying the fish, asit 
ought to be dry and crisp when brought to the table, 
Cold salt fish left from a former meal may bo ecos 
nomically used in this way; but both in the East 
and West Indies this dish very commonly appeers af 
the tables even of the wealthy,

jutting boldly out, as depicted by a deft pencil on 
another page, from the South Devon coast? Бітам- 
berries and cream, Devonshire dumplings and 
junketings , may allure the naturalist into the inner 
delights of the **Garden of England," but the 
picture of this promontory also shows that the coast 
of South Devon also boasts—here, at least—scenery 
as stern and romantic as Cornwall’s bold rocks, 
Lulled to rest, the sea, as viewed herefrom, may well 
recall the lines :—

The glassy ocean hushed forgets to roar, 

But, trembling, murmurs on the sandy shore: 

And lo! his surface, lovely to behold! 

Glows in the west, a sea of living gold 
All this still beauty, however, may be changed in a 
moment. The deep and dark blue ocean may roll on 
with the ruinous and fatal force which Byron seems 
to revelin. In such a moment of peril is it that the 
supreme value of the lighthouse shines out resplen- 
dently ; and it is while the holiday-maker is in the 
neighbourhood of this noble beacon that he should 
not neglect the opportunity of inspecting its 
mechanism and of enjoying a yarn about past storms 
with the lighthouse-keepers. 

The lighthouse on Start Point, which is under the 
jurisdiction of the Trinity House, stands upon one of 
the westernmost headlands of tho English Channel, 
which, being a point of departure for outward-bound 
vessels, and very frequently the first land sighted on 
the homeward voyage, is of great importance. The 
light-tower, which was erected in 1836, is built of 
granite, on a circular base, and is 92ft. high. From 
the lantern by which it is surmounted a revolving or 
flashing light of the first order is exhibited, the bright 
flash appearing once in a minute. It is visible in clear 
weather at a distance of twenty miles. A smaller 
light exhibited from a window 12 ft. below the prin- 
cipal light isshown to guide vessels into Torbay; but 
this is only visible in one particular direction. 

The lights are in charge of two keepers—principal 
and assistant—for each of whom a furnished dwell- 
ing, with a garden, forming part of the establish- 
ment, is provided. It is their duty to keep a good 
light constantly burning bright and clear from sun- 
tot to sunrisé and to keep the apparatus and every 
part of the lighthouse and dwellings in perfect order 
and scrupulously clean, They may admit visitors to 
inspect the light under certain restrictions and regu- 
lations on any day except Sundays, but not after the 
lamps are lighted for the night. They have also 
charge of a fog-bell of great power worked by clock- 
work machinery, which stands a little seaward of the 
lighthouse. The establishment altogether is one of 
the most remarkable on the coast. -It is situated on 
a plateau above rugged rocks rising, in the shape of 
а cock’s comb, to an elevation-of 200ft. above the 
sea, and with high, rocky ground in its rear. Its 
white walls and dwellings and handsome castellated 
tower make it as remarkable a feature by day as its 
brilliant light does at night. The Start Point is the 
southernmost promontory of Devonshire, between 
Kingsbridge and Dartmouth; only the Lizard Point, 
in Cornwall, extends further southwards, 


CAUTION TO BATHERS. 

The following timely notice has been issued by 
Mr. Lambton Young, secretary of the Royal Humane 
Society, by order of the committee : — Avoid bathing 
within two hours after a meal.

The vigorous and strong may bathe early in the 
morning on anempty stomach; the young and those 
whoare weak had better bathe three hoursaftera meal, 
the best time for such being from two to three hours 
after breakfast. Those who are subject to attacks of 
giddiness and faintness, and those who suffer from 
palpitation and other sense of discomfort at the heart, 
should not bathe without first consulting their 
medical adviser.

affords capital bathing. The sea is beautifully clear. 
There are, moreover, caves in the rocks along the 
beach, which pleasantly supply the place of the 
ONDE. machine, so wretchedly ugly and comfort- 
less. ine bracing air may also be enjoyed at 
Douglas, which is well sheltered from all winds buf 
the south-east. The capital of the Isle of Man lies 
on the south side of a crescent-shaped bay of about 
three miles, and is said to derive its name of Douglas 
from two rivers, called Doo and Glass. At the end 
of the commodious landing-pier stands a lighthouse, 
built, in 1800, at a cost of £25,000. Conspicuous 
among the beautiful scenery of Douglas is Castle 
Mona, the ruin of the once magnificent residence of 
the Duke of Athol. Not the least attraction of 
Douglas is the cheapness of living there, making it a 
favourite haunt with Lancashire and Dublin holiday- 
makers. Sixteen miles from Douglas is the rising 
watering-place Ramsey, the beach of which is in 
great favour both for bathing and promenade. 

Athletes desirous of making a trip to Douglas 
may like to know that on Aug. 9 the Isle of Man 
Amateur Athletic Festival takes place; and that 
entries close on July 29 with Mr. Philip Kinley, the 
honorary secretary. The prizes will consist of four 
silver cups, value 45 gs.; two gold medals, gold 
locket; eight gold-centred, seven silver, and twelve 
bronze medals.

JULY SNOWSTORM ON BEN NEVIS. 

On the 17th inst. a large party of gentlemen from 
the south, guided by John M‘Donald, left Fort 
William for the top of Ben Nevis. The day was fine 
when they left, but before they reached the summit 
a dense fog descended and covered the top of the 
mountain. No sooner had they reached the rude 
monument on the summit than a violent hailstorm 
set in from the west, and the hail was afterwards fol- 
lowed by a dense and blinding fall of snow. The 
Storm continued for forty minutes, during which time 
the company availed themselves of the scanty shelter 
afforded by the monument. The cold is said to have 
been intense. The guide, inthe course of 1000 trips, 
has not experienced such weather. 


SIR WALTER SCOTT'S RESIDENCE, 


ABBOTSFORD, 

will be visited during the next fortnight by hosts of 
tourists, who will hie by the Waverley route to pay 
homage to the great novelist, whose centenary will 
be the event of August. It is a picture of a touching 
incident at Abbotsford that forms a recent Royal 
contribution to the interesting Scott Exhibition now 
open at Edinburgh. The artist represents a scene in 
the breakfast-room at Abbotsford, in which Sir 
Walter's daughter is kueeling by the side of her late 
father's chair, while the faithful man-servant stands 
behind. Painted by Sir William Allan, it is an 
admirable specimen of his art; and, while charac- 
terised by great depth of feeling, is also finished with 
that care and beauty of detailin which Sir William 
had few equals. 

Passing the village of Darnick, whereat Sir Walter 
used to spend many a pleasant holiday with his son- 


.in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Lockhart, and 


where the ** Wizard of the North” earned the addi- 
tional title of ** Duke of Darnick, it is only a short 
distance farther to Abbotsford. The house was for- 
merly a farm-house simply, so that Abbotsford owes 
its existence entirely to Sir Walter Scott, who prided 
himself on having planted every tree in the ground. 
As & national souvenir, Abbotsford ranks next in 
interest to Shakspeare's residence at Stratford-on- 
Avon; and no one can view the library, study, and 
various rooms of this Scottish mansion without 
peopling it with the countless images which the great 
novelist and poet created, and so many of which he 
breathed life into at this very place. Many are the 
interesting relics at Abbotsford, as we read in the 
graphic **Notanda" just added by Dr. Robert 
Carruthers, LL.D., to the “ІЛ ео Sir Walter Scott,” 
by Robert Chambers. 


MELROSE 

is pronounced to be celebrated for “ ће most beauti- 
ful not only of the Scottish Second Pointed churches, 
but of all the northern fanes, of whatever age. The 
splendour of Middle-Age romance which Scott has 
thrown around the place has almost obliterated its 
older and holier renown." We read in ** Murray's 
Handbook to Scotland" that the building which we 
now see standing in such venerable ruin is the third 
abbey. King David I. built the second Melrose 
Abbey, and Edward II. laid 16 in ruins. It was re- 
built by Robert Bruce, and was again destroyed. 
Richard II. was the vandal this time. Once more it 
was rebuilt, and this is the work of which we now see 
the remains, though much altered by the restorations 
which subsequent attacks rendered necessary. Once 
the gift of Mary to Bothwell, Melrose Abbey is now 
the property of the Duke of Buccleuch. Beautifully 
light and delicate are the lines of the architecture. 
The stone of Melrose Abbey much resembles that of 
Strasbourg Cathedral, and there is & similarity of 
style in the two, and especially in the masses of 
masonry being disguised by light, open decorations, 
which seem to hang over them like lace. There are 
also some features in Melrose Abbey not unlike 
Antwerp Cathedral—as in the turrets at the corner of 
the tower, which Scott adapted to Abbotsford. The 
parts remaining of the abbey are the choir and tran- 
sept, the west side, parts of the north and south walls 
of the great tower, part of the nave, the south aisle, 
and part of the north aisle. The best entrance now 
is by a richly-moulded Gothic portal in the south 
transept. This has a beautiful window above it, the 
stonework of which is still almost perfect,
